How  Do  GIs  Feel  About  War? 


A regular  column  on  the  war  in  Vietnam  is  being  written 
for  the  DAILY  UNIVERSE  by  PFC  F.  Gary  Jacobson,  Universe 
Vietnam  correspondent.  The  following  is  the  12th  of  such 
articles.)

American  fighting  men,  holding  a front 
row  season  ticket  enabling  them  to  witness 
the  greatest  extravaganza  currently  on  the 
World  scene,  can  perhaps  give  answer  to 
the  question,  “Why  are  we  in  Vietnam?” 
with  greater  authority  and  insight  than 
most  others  debating  the  issue. 

The  American  soldier  feels  he  has  a 
just  and  moral  right  to  be  in  Vietnam,  ac- 
cording to  a survey  taken  recently  in  the 
2nd.  of  the  7th.,  1st.  Air  Cavalry  Division 
at  Phan  Thiet. 

Eighty  five  percent  of  those  polled 
stated  emphatically  that,  though  much  per- 
sonal suffering  is  involved  on  the  part  of 
individual  soldiers  and  families,  a definite 
need  exists  here  for  our  help. 

He  feels  the  issue  cannot  lightly  be 
pushed  aside  and  forgotten,  for  he  has  seen 
first  hand  V.C.  terrorism  and  insurgency 
at  work. 

He  'has  seen  the  Vietnamese  people 
as  they  struggle,  hoping  for  freedoms  light 
and  a peaceful  Democracy  in  which  to  raise 
their  children. 

“I  feel  that  we  have  a responsibility  as 
the  mightest  nation  in  the  free  world,”  to 
protect  oppressed  peoples  throughout  the 
world,  and  to  halt  the  spread  of  commu- 
nism.” 

HEADS  LIST 

The  communist  plan  of  domination  lists 
Indo-China,  or  Vietnam,  as  a stepping  stone 
to  Thailand  and  other  areas  of  the  South 
Pacific. 

We  cannot  repeat  the  historical  mistake 
of  saying  “This  is  too  far  away  and  doesn’t 
concern  us,”  as  did  the  allies  when  Hitler 
made  his  first  baby-steps  to  conquest. 

“We  are  here  simply  because  the  Viet- 
namese government  sent  out  a call  for  our 
help,”  mused  one  G.I.,  “and  we  answered  it.” 

“Our  being  here  is  more  significant 
than  just  protecting  one  small  country,”  an- 
other infantryman  added,  “because  if  we 
ignore  Vietnam  or  drop  her  because  of  our 
own  interests,  many  other  nations  who  de- 
pend upon  our  support  will  lose  faith  in  our 
reliability.” 

Many  protesters  back  home  lament  the 
death  of  friends  in  Vietnam  and  more  deep- 
ly fear  that  their  own  lives  may  be  in  jeapor- 
dy.  They  call  the  cause  for  which  we  are 
fighting  a “Plastic  God,  without  a name.” 

DO  THEY  KNOW 

I wonder  if  they  really  know  what  it 
feels  like  to  see  a buddy  lying  dead  across 
a rice  paddy  dike  or  along  a stony  and  re- 
motely dense  jungle  trail.  I wonder  if  they 
can  understand  the  emotions  that  well  up 
inside  a person  who  carries  his  buddy  in  a 
poncho-liner  to  a clearing  where  he  can  be 
lifted  out,  or  when  he  hears  of  a friend  who 
has  been  tortured  and  killed-  Horrible  be- 
yond description-yes!  But  the  person  who 
actually  feels  these  emotions  doesn’t  cry, 
“what  are  we  doing  here,”  because  he  knows 
why  we  are  here. 

He  knows  very  well  why  we  are  here. 
He  knows,  because  it  is  no  longer  some- 
thing happening  to  some  remotely  distant 
people  in  a strange  country.  It  is  happening 
to  him,  and  its  in  his  own  back  yard. 

He  sees  more  clearly  this  monster  that 
threatens  not-  only  this  small  group  of  peo- 
ple on  a distant  shore,  but  the  whole  world. 
He  sees  that  only  as  long  as  American  re- 
mains the  home  of  the  brave,  can  it  hope  to 
remain  the  land  of  the  free. 


He  knows  that  we  cannot  isolate  our- 
selves and  let  the  world  spin  by,  for  no  man 
or  nation  can  stand  alone.

hint  of  its  nature. 

Hie  President  refused  to  tip  his 
hand  in  a speech  welcoming  the 
return  of  Vice  President  Hubert  H. 
Humphrey  Monday  morning  from 
a European  tour.  Johnson  noted 
Humphrey’s  earlier  remarks  that 
“the  essence  of  statesmanship  is 
not  a rigid  adherence  to  the  past 
but  a present  and  probing  concern 
for  the  future. 

Johnson  said  that  at  Punta  Del 
Este,  as  in  Europe,  “we  seek  their  I 
advice  and  recommendations  as  i 
earnestly  as  we  ask  them  to  consid-  j

The  earthquake  caused  large 
chandeliers  in  both  houses  of  the 
Colorado  legislature  in  Denver  to 
swing  violently.  Legislators 
scrambled  out  of  their  seats  to 
cover,  but  there  was  no  harm  ex- 
cept for  a 30-second  recess. 

The  quake  apparently  was  cen- 
tered northeast  of  Denver  near  the 
U.S.  Army’s  Rock  Mountain  Arsen- 
al.

Carter 
and  Ogden  are  two  of  19  lettermen 
from  last  year’s  8-2  team  who  will 
not  be  returnmg. 

While  a great  deal  could  be  said 
of  the  outstanding  accomplishments 
of  Carter  and  Ogden,  it  would  not 
be  fair  to  overlook  the  accomplish- 
ments of  11  other  three-year  letter- 
men  who  helped  carry  the  Cougars 
to  a WAC  championship  in  1935  and 
the  finest  record  in  the  school’s  his- 
tory last  year.  W'hen  the  losses  of 
such  personnel  are  totaled  up,  the 
scope  of  Tommy  Hudspeth’s  re- 
building job  becomes  quite  appar- 
ent. 

SOME  PROBLEMS 

“We’re  going  to  be  very  inexper- 
ienced in  critical  spots,”  says  the 
young  mentor  who  is  now  in  his 
fourth  season  with  the  Cougars.
